Cockran’s Motto. 


The motto of W. Bourke Cockran 
was “ Live Intensely and Die Swiftly.” 
He did both. He was a man of so 
many and such varied interests that 
it would be hard to conceive of a more 
intense life. He died swiftly, carrying 
out the plan. His motto was taken 
from that of a Catholic prelate whose 
identity is unknown by Mr. Cockran’s 
friends who told of the incident. 

Mr. Cockran’'s resonant voice stirred 
many thousands of persons in the 
forty-odd years he trod the boards 
of the American political stage. He 
was one of the greatest orators of his 
day. Espousing a ‘wide variety of 
causes, political, légal and social, he 
carried them forward with enthusiasm 
and tenacity. He fought for the gold 
Standard in 1896; he fought again 
imperialism {n 1900; he was long a 
champion of the Irish cause. 


Was Born in Ireland. 


Born in Sligo, Ireland, Feb. 28, 1854, 
Mr. Cockran’s childhood was spent in 
Ireland and France. His parents had 
planned his career in the church and 
his early education had the priesthood 
in view. But at 17 he decided that he 
was not fitted for the church, and he 
came to the United’ States in 1871 to 
strike out for himself. 

First he was a teacher in a private 
academy in Harlem, next principal of 
a public school in Mount Vernon, West- 
chester county, N. Y. He studied law 
in his leisure hours and in 1876 was 
admitted to the bar. Through Abram 
B. Tappan, then grand sachem of Tam- 
many, in whose law library he studied, 
he became interested in politics.

Calls for Yank Action Only

LONDON, March 1.—Lord Robert 
Cecil, one of the foremost exponents 
of the league of nations, has prepared 
a project for an international treaty 
for nonaggression and mutual guaran- 
tees which many authorities believe 
may constitute the basis of an associa- 
tion of nations to which the United 
States would subscribe.

Interest in the Cecil proposal has 


been heightened as a result of specu- 
lation following President Harding's 


appeal to the United States senate for 
approval of American entrance into 
the international! court of justice. And 
in view of the same proposal the reac- 
tion to Lord Robert's speaking tour in 
the United States, starting this month, 
will be watched with sharp interest in 
British official circles. 

The ultimate object of the Cecil pro- 
posal is disarmament. But, as Lord 
Robert, states in an interview, “ moral 
disarmament must first precede ac- 
tual material disarmament and no na- 
tion can be asked to lessen its means 
of national defense by reducing its 
arMament unless some adequate guar- 
antee of national security is given in 
return.” Provisions for these funda- 
mental necessities, therefore, consti- 
tute the basis of Lord Rober't’s pro- 
posed treaty of nonaggression and mu- 
tua] guarantees. 


How. He Groups Nations. 


“TI have tried,” he says, “to make 

provisions for various categories of 
nations whose historical, geographical, 
economic, or other condition make spe- 
cial consideration necessary. They 
may be grouped as follows: 
* “ First—Those nations who fee] that 
they are subject to a constant menace 
and aggression, such as, for example, 
France. 

“ Second—Those states “which are 
relieved of almost any possible danger 
of aggression, who maintain very. small 
armaments, and who are loath to un- 
dertake to guarantee other states. 
Under this category might come the 


| Scandinavian states and Switzerland. 


“ Third—Those states, such as the 
nations of both North and South Amer- 
ica, which feel that they do not care 
to undertake the defense of nations on 
another continent.” 


Only on Same Continent. 


While special provisions are made 
for handling the first two categories, 
the greatest interest is centered in the 
treatment of the third category, in- 
volving the United States. On this 
Lord Robert says: “The project pro- 
vides that the obligations for mutual 
defense shall be binding only on coun- 
tries of the same continent. American 
nations, therefore, would never be 
called on to come to the defense of 
Europe.

The composite farm credits bill, containing fea- 
tures of the Capper bill, the Strong bill, and the 
Lenroot-Anderson bill, has been passed by the 
house of representatives and sent to conference.

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“RED LIGHT DISTRICTS.” 
EGINNING a number of years 
ago, American cities began the 
policy of doing away with “ red 
light districts.” Although “ red 

light districts” were prohibited by law, 
that method of ‘partial segregation of 
advertised and well known houses of 
prostitution was almost universal in 
America.prior to about 1912. The old 
policy had been abandoned in most 
cities prior to 1917, but soon after our 
entrance into the war the few cities 
that had not changed their policies 
proceeded to get in line, probably ifn 
great part because of influences exerted 
at Washington. 

In Europe, “ red light districts” were 
found in the cities, but there they were 
recognized by law.. Flexner’s studies 
showed that the method was as ineffec- 
tive when worked by law in Burope, as 
it was when worked in spite of law in 
the United States. When our army got 
to Europe they found that what Flexner 
had said about the system in Europe 
was true. 


Within a year, the Berlin correspondent — 


of the Journal of the American Medical 
Association reported that the authorities 
of the central empire were of the opinion 
that the system of “ red light districts,” 
with its concomitant features, licensed 
houses of prostitution, inspection and 
regulation, were a failure in their sec- 
tion, thus confirming the opinion formed 
by our people that they were a failure 
in the parts of-Europe of which they 
had personal knowledge and the surmise 
that they were a fallure elsewhere in 
Europe. ° 


-~o— 

In spite of this change of policy, pretty 
much every American city is infested 
with houses of prostitution and profes- 
sional prostitutes. The system is quite 
well organized. Its manifestations under 
one name or another are quite well 
known. The system is less harmful than 
the old “red light” system by far, but 
it is harmful enough. The fact that we 
have not achieved a perfect result ia 
well known. Emphasis is being placed 
on the faults of things as they are. Civil 
war prevails among those who worked 
to bmg about the gain. This condition 
is being taken advantage of by those 
who want to get back the old “ red light 
district.” Among other things, they say 
that man ts naturally polygamous; man 
is incapable of self-control; prostitution 
has always existed; attempts to controi 
prostitution are making us a nation of 
lawbreakers; it is decreasing our re- 
spect for law; when perfection cannot 
be attained, it’is better to do nothing; 
“ scatteration ”™ has many bad features. 
It flouts prostitution in the faces of 
children. It increases venereal disease.

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Millions Face Starvation 
As Russia Exports Grain 


Eight million Russians will starve to death before August if not fed by Russian or foreign 
relief. This is the figure set by the Commission on Russian. Relief, consisting of Allen Wardwell, 
Graham R. Taylor, and Allen T. Burns. They have recently returned from a five months’ trip in 
Russia, and their summary report, issued by the National Information Bureau, Inc., is just out. In 
the face of this comes the astounding news that Russia is exporting grain. 


According to the Russian Special Correspondent of the New York Times, Walter Duranty, 
Russia is preparing to export up to 10,000,000 bushels. Arthur S. Draper, in a London cable to the 
New York Tribune, is authority for another report that the Bolshevists delivered about 250 carloads 
of rye to the Finnish Government and received payment in dollars at the prevailing American rate , 
for grain. According to the report of the Commission on Russian Relief: “The position of the 
Soviet Government regarding exports is that they are imperatively necessary to break the vicious 
circle already referred to—underproduction because of the lack of horses and plows new shortages, 
famine, further killing and eating of horses, continued underproduction. Quite frankly the authori- 
ties state that even at the cost of many deaths from starvation this year, exporting grain is the only 
way to secure the work animals and implements needed to prevent many more deaths in the future.” 


There is an illuminating article in THE LITERARY DIGEST this week bearing upon the 
starvation menace which faces Russia in the immediate future. It is illustrated with two maps showing 
the sections where famine existed last year and the sections where American Relief operates.

New York, March 1.—{Special.J— 
Financial interest was directed espe 
cially today to the stock market, where 
industrial shares again advanced on 
the largest total business, since the 
middie of February, and to the cotton 
market, where the price for spot de 
livery reached 30.40c a pound, as 
against a previous high figure of 30.15c 
on the season's rise and a price of 
28.65c at the beginning of last week. 

Less spectacular, but for various rea- 
eons quite as interesting, was the firm- 
ness in the bond market and in particu- 
lar the strength of many foreign bonds. 
Even the French Republic 7% per cents 
went today to the highest reached since 
the- break which followed the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr. 

This generally favorably movement of 
prices for European securities is note- 
worthy because of the prevalent mood 
of indiscriminate pessimism over Europe’s 
finance. The detailed particulars of the 
actual trade situation in western Europe, 
as published in the recent federal re- 
serve bulletins, may have at least shaken 
the notion that the economic situation 
has been going from bad to worse.
